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WANING INDUSTRY 
OF PIG-BREEDING. 


SOME OF THE CAUSES. 


From Our CoRBESPONDENT. 
TULLAMORE, Saturday. 
There is, at present, much anxiety in many 
parts of the country regarding the future of 
the Irish bacon industry. Pig-breeding is not 


carried on to the same extent as formerly, and | 


the numbers who fatten and finish pigs for 
the market are yearly diminishing. 

Foor people in the towns then found pig- 
rearing a profitable occipation, and bacon 
factories could count on the activities of 
urban populations to provide large supplies 
oí animals of the right quality. This was in 
addition to the big source of supply which 
the farmers controlled. 

In recent years pigs have been largely 
banished from the towns. In the rural areas 
the industry is languishing, though it is ad- 
mitted that the prices are (and have been for 
some time) remunerative. 

A progressive farmer in the Midlands re- 
cently attributed the decline partly to the 
great change in rural life which the condi- 
;ions during the last few years have created. 
The attractions of modern life have turned 


the attention of the farmers’ sons and 
deughters from pig-feeding, and the youth— 
male and female—are not disposed to labour 


and help in this and other departments of 
farm work as actively as the peasant boys and 
girls of the older generation. 

A year or two ago an expert student of 
conditions in the country told me that the 
pig supplies would decrease rapidly. He ex- 
plained that the farmers were fattening the 
breeding pigs and selling them off. This 
development would work disastrously, he said, 
and recovery would be difficult and tedious. 

lt seems strange that at a time when com- 
petitors everywhere are va penal to im- 
prove their position in the markets, Ireland’s 
efforts shéuld slacken to such an extent as to 
endanger the whole future of the industry.

The driver of the motor car—Daniel Clancy, 
of Gresham terrace, Kingstown was brought 
before Mr. Cussen, D.J., in the Dublin 
District Court on Saturday, and charged with 
causing the death of Arthur M. Coolican by 
driving his motor car carelessly and neghi- 
vently. The Civie Guards stated that, when 
charged and cautioned, Clancy said that he 
was nol responsible for the accident. He 
was remanded on his own bail in £50 until 
Wednesday next. 

The inquest was opened in Monkstown 
Hospital on Saturday and adjourned till 
\\ ednesday. ME 

Dr. J. E. McCauley, house surgeon, stated 
that Mr. Coolican was admitted to the hospital 
unconscious and suffering trom a fracture cf 
the base of the skull and a compound fracture 
of the left leg at the knee. There were also 
several abrasions on the body. .He died 
from shock and hemorrhage. 


BLACKROCK MAN’S DEATH. 

Three weeks after colliding with a van 
while riding a motor cycle John Byrne, aged 
26 years, died in Monkstown Hospital of his 
injuries last Saturday. 

Byrne was an assistant in Messrs. Magee’s 
provision and grocery store, Main strect, 
Blackrock.* He had been under treatment in 
the hospital since the 15th March, the day 
of the accident. 


FORTY YEARS’ SERVICE. 


BELFAST POLICE OFFICER 
RETIRES. 


District Inspector James Armstrong, Royal 
Ulster Constabulary, Musgrave street barracks, 
Belfast, retired on pension on Saturday last 
after a service of forty years. 

Mr. Armstrong, who was a native of 
Fermanagh, joined the Royal Irish Constabu- 
lary in July, 1886; and served first in the 
County Donegal and afterwards in Belfast 
and South Tipperary. While in Tipperary he 
was selected as one of the “G” Division of 
Dublin, a body of men then set apart for 
special duty. 

On the occasion of the visits of King 
Edward VII. to Ireland Mr. Armstrong’ was 
one of his special bodyguard, and accom- 
panied His Majesty wherever he went. While 
in Tipperary Sergeant Armstrong was 
specially promoted head constable in 1904, and 
went to Skibbereen, in West Cork, where he 
was in charge of a renowned detachment on 
Dursey Island for six months. Of the general 
body of the islanders Mr. Armstrong has the 
kindliest recollections, and he hopes some day 
to pay them a visit. : 

From County Cork he went to Belfast in 
1906, to Craven street barracks, on temporary 
duty for a year, after which he was trans- 
ferred to Newcastle West, County Limerick. 
In December of 1907 he returned to Belfast, 
to Springfield road, and in 1919 he was ap- 
pointed senior head constable of Musgrave 
street. In August, 1920, he was promoted 
district inspector, his first charge district 
being Clones, Ceunty Monaghan. Three 
months later he was sent back as officer of 
Musgrave street, the first instance on record 
bí a senior head constable taking over the 
flation as its district inspector. 

Mr. Armstrong holds three medals—the 
King Edward VII. Medal, the King’s Police 
Medal (1924), and the N.S.P.C.A. Medal, pre- 
tented in Dublin.

MINISTRY REFUSES TO PAY FOR

The County Surveyor reported to the 
Londonderry Rural District Council last 


Saturday that the liability of the district in 
respect of road expenditure for the current 
Year amounted to £14,656, which was £1,256 
Over the limit. 

The restoration of bridges and pipes and the 
filling in of trenches in the north-west 
liberties would cost £360. The damage was 
done by the police, but the Ministry for Home 
Affairs admitted liability for only £268 in 
respect of bridges and pipes. It would not

to all district roads in Northern. Ireland.

CRITICISED.

The Gaelic Athletic Association held its 
annual congress + sag at its headquarters, 
Croke Park, Dublin. The qutgoing president, 
Mr. P. D. Breen, of Wexford, occupied the 
chair until the new president was elected. 

The auditor’s report of the accounts of the 
Central Council showed that the receipts for 
the year 1925 amounted to £6,513 1s. 3d. and 
the disbursements to £7,180 16s. 8d. The gate 
receipts from ten fixtures amounted to £6, 
19s. On the revenue account the income 
for the year was £6,505 1s. 3d. and the ex- 

enditure £4,177 15s. In 1924 the excess of 
ncome over expenditure was £116 Qs, 
The assets at December 31, 1925, amounted to 
£12,381 13s, 9d, (of which £11,983 15s. 6d. 
was a loan to Croke Park). The liabilities on 
that date were £1,185 7s. 11d. There was due 
to the bank an overdraft of £3,719 5s. 10d. 
The balance to credit of the Council at the 
close. of ‘tthe year was £7,477, as compared 
with £5.149 13s. at the beginning. At the 
end of 1925 the balance to credit of the Gaelic 
Athletic Association, Ltd., was £11,720 16s. 1d. 

The Secretary’s report for the year stated 
that the auditor's report dispelled the bogey, 
of which so much had been heard of late, that 
the native pastimes were on the wane. A 
record had heen created in the number of 
clubs affiliated for 1925—a total of over 1,200, 
compared with the previous best of 1,051 in 


ATTITUDE OF THE PRESS. 

The report concluded :—‘‘ The members of 
the Council are of the opinion that congress 
should carefully consider (and go into com- 
mittee on the question if necessary) the atti- 
tude of the Press towards the native games 
of the nation. While the Association wel- 
comes fair criticism, and the work of the 
various councils is openly conducted, we hold 
that games under the control of the different 
councils and committees are better conducted 
and much freer from unseemly scenes than 
pertains to other sporting bodies. The 
manner in which irregularities that arise from 
time to time are dealt with, and the pro- 
minence given to anything that may be con- 
sidered * good-copy’ in getting a drive at the 
organisation, is always availed of.’ 

The Rev. Father Fogarty, Kildare, started 
a discussion on the subject of the above 
paragraph. He stated that a decided attitude 
against the Association was adopted by the 
Metropolitan Press. It was up to the Press 
to remember that the Gaelic Athletic Asso- 
ciation contributed to the happiness of the 
greater part of the sporting people of Ireland. 
The Association brought sport to every parish 
in the country, and there was no other sport- 
ing organisation that could claim anything of 
the kind. 

In the course of a short discussion, it was 
stated that in its attitude to Gaelic games the 
Press of Cork was worse than that of Dublin. 
One Northern delegate stated that all the 
Belfast newspapers treated the big Gaelic 
matches in the same way as games under any 
other code. 

The Chairman said that on one or two 
occasions the Central Council had approached 
a certain section of the Dublin Press. and 
they were always met with the reply that the 
papers catered for the popular taste of the 
country. With at least one club in every 
parish, they could teach that paper what was 
the popular taste, if every member of the 
Association did his part to ourtail its circula- 
tion. It was up to the Gaels to take that 
attitude to a Press that was treating them as 
foreigners in their own Jand. 

Finally it was resolved unanimousiy :— 
“That. this congress demands that fir treat- 
ment be accorded our games in the Press, and 
we instruct the Central Council to take what- 
ever action they consider necessary in the 
matter after the expiration of three months. 

Congratulations were extended to Mr. 

‘Toole, secretary of the Association, on the 

ee of twenty-five years in that posi- 
ion. 
_ Reports were read from the four Provincial 
Councils, in all of which progress, financially 
and in the namber of new clubs, was re- 
corded. The Ulster Council stated ‘that dur- 
ing the year Derry, the only county in Ire- 
land not hitherto connected with the Associa- 
tion, had been brought in with a satisfactory 
number of affiliated clubs. 

Congress agreed to the adoption of rules 
to govern the game of handball, and to have 
them incorporated in the general book of 
rules of the Gaelic Athletic Association. 

ELECTION OF PRESIDENT. 

On a ballot, Mr. William Clifford, Lime- 
rick, was elected President. for the coming 
year by 68 votes against 55 for Mr. Breen, 
the outgoing President. Of the six candi- 
dates for the two trusteeships, Messrs. T. F. 
Mulholland, Cork (outgoing) and A. C. Harty, 
Dublin, were elected. 


THE “ BAN." 

Mr. E. Fleming, Dublin, moved the dele- 
tion of rules 9 and 10, which include the 
““ban ” on “foreign ” games. He said that 
the Gaelic Athletic Association in Dublin had 
to face opposition that was absent elsewhere. 
and the opinion of Dublin Gaels was that the 
Association should be the biggest organisa- 
tion in Ireland. The Gaels ip Dublin were 
doing more for the Association than those of 
any other part of Ireland. They believed 
that the Gaelic Athletic Association could 
stand on its own feet without artificial re- 
spiration. Four colleges in Leinster were un- 
able to play hurling because the “ ban ” was 
kept on. Men who attended the Rugby 
matches at Lansdowne road were prepared 
to give all they had when Ireland wanted 
men. In favouring the removal of the ‘‘ ban ”’ 
Dublin Geels did not want to pander to any- 
one. 


The Rev. Father Fogarty, Kildare, 
‘who seconded, said that the “ban” 
was against the best interests of 
the Association, and he believed that 
it was contrary to the true spirit of the 
Gael. It was by open hospitality that they 


had absorbed the “ foreigner’’: in the past, 
and they could do the same with their 
national games. The Gaelic League had no 
‘‘ban’’ against any section of the people. 
Hurling was played in Clongowes College, 
but the students were not allowed to play it 
outside. 

Mr. Duffin, Antrim, in supporting the re- 
tention of the “ ban,” said that some all- 
Ireland players, who were claimed to be the 
cream of the country, had gone to the Rugby 
International at Swansea. They had the 
same hypocrisy year after year. What was 
wanted was an improvement of their games, 
as games.

EXTRAVAGANCE IN HIGH 
PLACES.

WATERFORD CORPORATION 
AND THE GOVERNMENT, 


There was some criticism of the Govern- 
ment at the monthly meeting of the Water- 
ford Corporation. The School Attendance 
Committee had recommended that the senior 
school attendance officer, Mr. Lacy, should be 
paid ten <hillings extra, bringing his salary 
to two pounds weekly, the same as his junior, 
to whom an increase was granted some time 
ago, but the recommendation was not sanc- 
tioned. 

I think that they have taken up a rather 
mean attitude in this matter, said Mr. Drew. 
I still hold that the present Government are 
bad administrators of the finances of this 
country, and that is the general opinion of 
them. Instead of stopping the waste at the 
bung they are stopping it at the spiggot, in 
trying to save a paltry sum of ten shillings 
a week from an officer who has proved himself 
efficient, though they increase the salary oÍ 
his colleague. They have men in Government 
offices smoking cigarettes and “ flashing “ their 
cigars every . Ba through the City of Dublin 
and who are doing nothing for them, but 
drawing gigantic salaries, some of them 
£2,000 a year. I propose that they be asked 
to reconsider this. The country is in a 
wretched condition, and when a business man, 
who knows how business should be conducted 
and knows something of the needs of the 
country, goes up for election to the Senate, 
the Government say: “We will give it to 
someone who wants it; it is not business men 
we want.’”’ 

Alderman Clarke seconded. 

Mr. Joy, supporting, said that the officials 
in Dublin had taken the recommendation of 
the Wateriord Corporation and thrown it back 
in their faces. He thought that the Govern- 
ment might begin to use that kind of economy 
on themselves, and to a far greater extent 
at the present time, and, if they did, perhaps 
the country might be in a better position. 
The country was going down financially; it | 
was on the road: to bankruptcy, ‘and unless 
they could do something to stop the extrava- 
gance in the country they would go more and 
more on the downward grade. 

Mr. Edward Walsh said that it was scant 
courtesy on the part of the Government to 
treat the Corporation as they had done in 
refusing to sanction a unanimous recommenda- 
tion which had been sent them on two 
occasions. It was an example of straining at 
a gnat and swallowing a camel. 

Phe motion to submit the recommendation 
again was unanimously approved.

PURCHASED BY RELIGIOUS 
ORDER. 

Dromantine House, Dromantine, Newry, 
has been acquired by the Fathers of the 
African Mission for the SA of establish- 
ing a senior novitiate of the Order. : 

The house, a beautiful country mansion 
built in the Italian style, was formerly the 
residence of the Innes Cross family, and had 
beer in possession of the family for almost 
200 years. It stands in its own well-wooded 
grounds, which comprise almost 300 acres, and 
a few years ago was acquired by Mr. 
M‘Keever, of County Louth, from the repre- 
sentatives of the Innes Cross family. 

There are two large lakes in the grounds, 
and the demesne abounds with game, both 
feathered and fur. The last of the Innes 
Cross family resident in the house was Cap- 
tain Innes Cross, of the Irish Guards, who 
was the officer of the platoon on the morning 
that Michael O’Leary won his V.C He is 
now resident in South America.

GUARDIAN'S PROTEST AGAINST 
“ EXTRAVAGANCE.”' 
Paupers in the Londonderry Workhouse are 
to receive a more liberal diet. At a special 
meeting of the Board of Guardians last Satur- 
day it was recommended that extra allow- 
ances of tea, bread, milk and potatoes should 
be made, Mr. John Walker described the 
roposal as very extravagant, and said that 
i was surprised that there was not also a 
recommendation that the inmates should be 
provided with lounges to rest in after their 
surfeit of good things.

Calvary was the 
release of Christ’s livingness. 

Life was the governing truth of the risen 
Christ. It was e life of Christ that con- 
stituted the Church into the indestructible 
institution that it was. It was the vitality 
of the risen Christ that the Church lived by; 
otherwise it could have no life. It was the 
hope of glory--the assurance of victory. 
Christ was, the central figure. in the world, 
the standard of their lives. By following 
that standard eternal life was already begun, 
and Christ’s promise had found fulfilment-— 
‘* Because I live, ye shall live also.”’

BROADCAST. 


ORN’S SUCCESSFUL EXPERI- 
| MENT 


Much interest’ was created amongst wireless 
devotees in Dublin by the announcement that 
on Saturday night items by Dr. George 
Hewson on: the organ at St. Patrick's 
Cathedral would form part of 2RN’s broad- 
casting programme of the night. These 
recitals, as the result of the tireless efforts of 
Dr. Hewson, have now won a. widespread 
popularity amongst Dublin musical audiences. 
It was gratifying that part of Saturday 
night’s programme’ should have been broad- 
cast, not alone because of its own intrinsic 
musical worth, but because that it gave to 
countless listeners-in a chance of hearing the 
beautiful organ of St. Patrick’s Cathedral. 
The broadcast took place from 8.30 to 9 
o'clock, and the works played by Dr. Hewson 
were :—Overture in C major (Hollins); 
Scotch Lament; Berceuse (Vierne); ‘‘ Trumpet 
Air ” (Purcell), and the Bach Toccata and 
Fuge in D minor. Listening-in on an ordinary 
crystal set with headphones, the impression 
was gathered that the microphone was not as 
impartial in its reception and reproduction as 
one would have wished. It may have been 
due to the location of the microphone, but, 
whatever the cause, there was a cloudiness in 
the reception, and in all the pieces the pedal 
stops predominated. ‘The lighter treble work 
was often almost lost, especially where the 
treatment of the subject demanded piano 
touch. The two Scotch pieces were, generally 
speaking, quite good anid wal maintained, the 


Scottish pipe effect being very clearly con- 
veyed. Very fine also was the Bach work, 
though the wireless reproduction failed to 


express adequately the great crashing chords 
which the organ is capable of producing. 
None the less, the broadcast was very interest- 
ing, and it is to be hoped that it was only 
the forerunner of many similar entertain- 


ments.

SERIOUS OUTBREAK AT 
PORTADOWN. 

A fire which occurred in Portadown last 
Friday night resulted in the destruction ui 
the drapery establishment of Messrs. Menary 
Bros., while serious damage was done to 
adjoining shops. : 

Comme. Menary’s warehouse was situate in 
Market street, having on one side Thom’s 
Café, ‘and on the other the recently-opened 
branch of the Maypole Dairy Company, at the 
junction of Market street and Thomas street. 
In premises at the rear of Messrs. Menary 3 
shop the Star Manufacturing Company carried 
on a shirt-making business, and it was in this 
portion of the building that the fire is sup- 
posed to have originated. 3 

The outbreak was discovered at about nine 
o'clock, and the volunteer fire brigade and 
the ‘local police force were promptiy on the 
spot. With a strong southerly wind blowing, 
however, the flames made rapid headway, and 
telephone messages had to be sent to Belfast 
and Newry for assistance. The Newry 
Brigade responded to the call, arriving at 
about 11 o'clock. By that time the fire was 
well under control, and the local brigade 
resented the interference of the Newry men; 
but later the two brigades settled down to 
work together and soon had the fire extin- 
guished. ; 

The premises oí the Star Manufacturing

MR. PETER DAWSON’S 
SINGING. 


CONCERT IN THEATRE ROYAL. 

Mr. Peter Dawson, an old favourite with 
Dublin concert-goers, again delighted a large 
audience at the Theatre Royal last night.

After a commemoration Mass in the 
Carmelite Church, Whitefriar street, a pro- 
cession was formed at St. Stephen's Green 
and marched to Glasnevin Cemetery. ‘The 
route lay through York street, Aungier street, 
Dame street and Sackville street to the 
cemetery, where prayers in Gaelic were 
recited. 

A prominent, place was taken in the pro. 
cession by Republican T.D.’s, including 
Messrs. de Valera, T. Derrig, Sean Lemass, 
Oscar Traynor; and Miss MacSwiney. Music 
was provided by the Eamon Kent Pipers’ 
Band and the Workers’ Union Fife and Drum 


Band, other bodies represented being the 
1916 Club, the Sinn. Fein organisation, 
Cumann na mBan, Fianna boys, with 


Madame Markievicz in charge of them at the 
graveside; Fianna girls, the Workers’ Union 
of Ireland, a section of the unemployed, carry- 
ing a banner depicting a skeleton with the 
words, “ Remember Blac "47" the 
Grocers’ Assistants’ Association, and a mum- 
ber of Republican Volunteers. 

On arriving at the cemetery the proces- 
sionists assembled around the Republican 
Plot, and as two buglers sounded “' The Last 
Post ' the men units stood to attention. 
Prayers were then recited in Gaelic, after 
which, 

Mr. de Valera, addressing the gathering, 
said that ten years ago the last conquest 
of Ireland appeared to be complete.  Vic- 
torious Empire had grown so sure of itself 
that it dared to assume the réle of champion 
of smal! nations, and challenged all who 
were in unwilling bonds to make manifest 
their will for freedom. Ireland had still a 
Clarke, a Pearse and a Connolly, men as 
courageous as they were wise, and the 
challenge was not allowed to pass. ‘They 
answered .in the only way in which an 
effective answer could be given—in deeds. 
They proclaimed Ireland's right and Ireland's 
will by proclaiming the Republic, and they 
made sure of an ultimate Irish Ireland by 
dying for it. They were there to pay a 
tribute to the memory of these other gallant 


men who responded to the call. They who 
lived in the time of these men did not 
hesitate to adjudge them great. They knew 


the circumstances that called their efforts 
forth and the sacrifices they had to make, 
and they believed that their judgment would 
also be the judgment of history. 

“ But,” he added, ‘‘the homage of our 
appreciation is not enough whilst the task 
to which thev devoted themselves remains 
unfinished. The Ireland that they set out to 
deliver is still unfree. In this land, “soft as 
a mother’s smile,” thousands still mourn. 
The only fitting homage that we can pay is 
to dedicate ourselves anew to the completion 
of their unfinished task, and in silent resolve 
to pledge ourselves to the watching spirits 
of those who lie buried here that they shal! 
not have given their lives in vain.’ 


PROCESSION IN CORK.

Disarmament. 


Viscount Cecil's Committee, which has 
been considering the problem of inter- 
national disarmament, has finished its 
work, and has handed its report’ to His 
Majesty’s Government. During the present 
week the Cabinet probably will examine 
this document, which contains the yesult 
of extremely careful research, and is ex- 
pected to draft its preliminary instruc- 
tions for the guidance of Lord Cecil, who 
has been chosen to represent Great Britain 
at the forthcoming disarmament conference 
at Geneva. The disarmament problem 
presents formidable difficulties, not the 
least of which is the question of the first 
step. All the nations declare their +eadi- 
ness to reduce their armaments, on condi- 
tion that none of them is required to 
make a start; and this aspect of the case 
has placed the British Government in a 
position of some embarrassment. 
been suggested that Britain shall offer to 
reveal the full facts concerning the 
private trade in arms and munitions in 
these islands in order, if pessible, that an 
end may be put to the whole traffic. 
Naturally, such an offer must be condi- 


tional; for it would be sheer folly to 


disclose such important information to the 
other Powers without reciprocal action by 
them. The prevention of the private 
manufacture of armaments in England, or 
even of their export abroad, merely would 
give a gratuitous advantage to rival firms 
on the Continent and elsewhere. Before 
Britain can consent to put all her cards 
on the table—and she is quite ready to let 
them be seen—the other Great Powers 
must give guarantees that they will follow 
her lead. Otherwise the disarmament con- 
ference will be a solemn farce.

present Japanese Government Party, Mr. 
Matsuda, who will represent his Govern- 
ment at Geneva, already has received the 
fullest instructions. Japan's point of view 
is made clear in the formulation of four 
general principles. She insists, in the 
first place, that the agenda at Geneva 
shall be limited strictly to measures that 
are feasible. This suggestion js valuable 
in the light of Washington experience ; 
and, undoubtedly, much time will be saved 
if the new conference recognises from the 
outset that complete disarmament is un- 
attainable at present. In the second place, 
Japan recommends that aircraft shall be 
excluded from the scope of the conference, 
on the ground that it is almost impossible 
to diferentiate between machines th-t are 
meant for military and those that are 
meant for commercial use. She also holds 
that the abolition: of submarines—which 
was proposed at Washington by the Earl 
of Balfour—is not within the range of 
possibility ; and, finally, urges the pro- 
hibition of poison gas on the plea that the 
employment of this weapon is contrary to 
the elementary principles of humanity. 
On this point Britain, at any rate, is likely 
to be on Japan’s side; snd, .if the dis- 
armament conference succeeds in securing 
the banning of poison gas, it will justify 
its existence, even if it should fail in “all 


other respects. 
The success or failure of the disarma- 


ment conference will depend entirely on. 
the sincerity or cynicism of the Powers 
that take part in it. The proposals of 
Japan, admirable though they be in some 
respects, constitute a warning. She does 
not want interference with submarines or 
aircraft, precisely the two arms that would 
be most useful to her in time of war. 
When Britain proposed the abolition of the 
submarine at Washington France would 
not hear of it for obvious reasons, and 
there is a distinct danger that the coming 
conference at Geneva will be wrecked in 
consequence of the desire of every nation 
to secure the ‘abolition of its neighbours’ 
favourite weapons, but to resist stoutly 
the slightest reduction of its own. In this 
respect Britain has perfectly clean hands.

war.| Are the'other nations equally anxious 
for peace? Time will tell. We do not 
expect that the Geneva Conference will 
put a stop to international strife. Much 
can be done, however, to check the 
progress of competitive armaments. If 
the European Powers, with Japan, would 
agree to.a military and aerial holiday of, 
say, ten years, the risks of armed conflict 
would‘ be ‘lessened appreciably ; but the 
fact that Russia still stands outside the 
pale probably will be used to its best 
advantage by those Powers that do not 
want to disarm. In the circumstances 
the chances of success do not seem 
to be bright. - The mere fact that it is 
being held, however, is encouraging ; and, 
whether it succeeds or fails in its main 
object, it cannot but have useful results. 


New Zealand.s Census. 
On the night of April 17th, 1921, a 


was taken, and the results now are 
published. In 1851, when# the first 
enumeration was taken in the island 
Dominion, there were little more than 
25,000 white persons in the land. Increase 
was rapid until, in 1874, this number had 


risen to almost 300,000, and since then an 
> 


even expansion has proceeded, so that in 
1921 the New Zealanders numbered 
1218913 persons, - irrespective of some 
50,000 aborigines. New Zealand is the 
most English of all the Dominions, in 
blood as well as in habit and interest. 
In 1921 it was found that, while nearly 
75 per cent. of the population was of New 
Zealand birth; 12 per cent.—or half of the 
remainder—came from England. A little 
over 4 per cent. of the people were of 
Scottish birth, and nearly 5 per cent. of 
Irish birth. Immigrants from Australia and 
other British territories brought the total 


to 98.45 per cent., and ali foreign lands 
together contributed to the New Zealand 
population only 1.47 per cent. Although 
the Dominion’s shores are open to people of 
all nations, a preference always has been 
shown to British immigrants, and the pro- 
portion of persons of non-British origin in 
New ‘Zealand, which reached nearly 5 per 
cent. 
before. This marks a happy contrast with 
Australia, which has received, in recent 
a considerable influx of foreign 
immigrants. Nearly 99 per cent. of the 
New Zealand people at the census pro- 
fessed adhererce to Christian communions. 
Of these 43.66 per cent. belonged to the 
Church of England, 25.42 per cent. to the 
Presbyterian, and 13.93. to the Roman 
‘Catholic Church, while Wesleyan 
Methodists numbered 9.53 per cent., and 
Baptists 1.69 per cent. During the period 
covered by the past four censuses, the pro- 
portion of adherents of the Church of 
England and Presbyterians has increased, 
while the proportion of Roman Catholics, 
Methodists and: Baptists has declined 
slightly. Somewhat disquieting, perhaps, 
are the statistics relating to the “ urban 
drift ’’’ among the island population. In 
New Zealand slightly over 50 per cent. of 
the population in 1921 still cleaved to the 
soil, but the proportion of urban popula- 
tion increased from 37.66 per cent. in 
1881 and 39.13 per cent. in 1901 to 45.82 
per cent. in 1916, and had leaped to no 
less than 48.77 in 1921—to-day, perhaps. 
town dwellers have increased to over half 
of the total population. If this trend 
should continue for a prolonged period the 
welfare of the Dominion would be menaced ; 
for New Zealand’s prosperity, for many a 
year to come, must rest, like Ireland’s, 
upon agriculture. Among the inquiries 
propounded in the New Zealand census 
paper we observe several which aré absent 
from the census paper which will be pre- 
sented to the citizens of the Irish Free 
State next Sunday week. The New 
Zealander was required to state his 
allegiance as well as his. birthplace, the 
length of. his. residence at his present 
address, the circumstances of his educa- 
tion; and whether—and for what amount— 
his life was insured. 


Exploration. 


That exploration now has pushed back 
the frontiers of the unknown so far that 
almost the whole surface of our globe has 
been charted is a commonplace, and it 
might be assumed that little remained for 
the » discoverer. - This year, however, no 
fewer than two hundred explorations are 
being undertaken—more, remarks the 
Observer, than ever before in the world’s 
history. Seven véntures, by sea and air, 
are about to be made in the Polar regions, 
and an expedition to Greenland will seek 
to find how the icy heights of that country 
affect the climate of Western Europe. 
Several expeditions will study the ocean 
beds, and American men of science will 
penetrate the Asiatic deserts to investigate 
the variations in the heat of the sun and 
the influence of electronic streams on 
terrestrial life. In Asia, too, dinosaur 
eggs will be sought, while strange pre- 
historic footprints will be examined in 
the Grand Cafion of Colorado and fossils 
of the Pleistocene age will be sought in 
the Argentine. Geologists will explore 
Alaska and the remote parts of Canada 
in.search of gold, silver and coal deposits. 
Archeological expeditions will be many. 
Several parties will penetrate the sands of 
Egypt in the endeavour to discover lost 
relics of the past, and a special search 
will be made for the tomb of King Senefru. 
Oxford and Chicago Universities will co- 
operate in the search for a primitive 
temple in Mesopotamia which is believed 
to contain a Babylonian narrative con- 
cerning the Garden of the Eden. A 
Philistine city in the Jordan valley is to 
be excavated, and in the New World the 
remains of the Maya civilisation of 
Central America will be examined. The 
expansion of human knowledge does but 
reveal new fields for exploration, 


Cricket in 1926. 


The taste of summer which has delighted 
holiday-makers already must have turned 
many a sporteman’s thonghts towards the 
games to be, and sent many a cricketer to 
the examination of his bat. This year’s 
official cricket fixture list is exception’lly 
Jong—a fact due to. the inclusion of the 
matches of the Oxford and Cambridge 
Universities and the promotion of several 
other ‘fixtures to first rank in importance.

The revival of public interest 
in cricket since the Great War is curious, 
but gratifying. A few years ago cricket 
enthusiasts were depressed by the fear 
that the er days of the game were past 
and that it had lost popular favour; 
but no, good game ever can go out of 
fashion, and to-day cricket is in a stronger 
position than ever before. 


SUMMER-TIME. 


(BY H. C. LAWLOR, M.A., M.R.I.A.) 


“There is no new thing under the Sun,’ 
Eccles. 1., 9. 


In all the discussions and parliamentary 
debates in various countries that led up: to 
the adoption of ‘“Summer-lime,” I cannot 
recollect: seeing it. anywhere explained. that, 
in adopting it, we were only reverting:im a 
modified form to a custom that existed for 
thousands of years prior to about the twelfth 
century A.D. The recent almost simultaneous 
discoveries in places so far apart as Gezer, 
in South Palestine, and ‘Nendrum, in County 
Down, during excavations, of two ancient 
sundjals whieh dé not tell the time according 
to our method of day division, puzzle 
archeologists, who failed at’ first to explain 
their meaning. 

The Gezer dial dates from the thirteenth 
century B.C. It divides the day, by thirteen 
radii, into twelve spaces ór hours. The Nen- 
drum dial dates probably from the sixth or 
seventh century A.D., and divides the day, 
by five radii, into four divisions of ‘ thrée 
hours each. A similar sundial is to be’ seen 
at the old church of Kilmalkedar, in County 
Kerry, and several Anglo-Saxon examples 
exiet in England. To Mr. E. B. Knobel, a 
distinguished authority on the history and 
science of astronomy, I am indebted for sug- 
gestions that led to the solution of the puzzle. 

The Gezer dial is_typical of the ancient 
custom by which thé working day began, 
winter or ‘summer, at’ sunrise and ended at 
sunset. Thus the hour varied in length 
according to the season and the latitude. In 
this country the daylight hour in midsummer 
extended to about eighty minutes, decreasing 
in midwinter to forty; in Palestine, more 
southern in latitudé, the difference was less. 
In the early Irish and Anglo-Saxon: dials 
the working day extended; as in the Gezer 
example, ffom sunrise to sunset, bot “the 
main divisions in the first two were the five 
canonical hours of prayer—Prime or Matins, 
Terce, Sext, None, Dunodecima or Vespers. 
This was a survival of the Jewish custom, 
where, as we find in Daniel vi. 10 and Psalm 
LV., the hours of prayer were three—the 
third, sixth and rinth hours, The Christians 
added the first and twelfth as hours of 
prayer, with certain Offices for the night. 

Several centuries before the Christian Era, 
however, the Romans, Greeks and Egyptians 
are found to have used the water-clock to 
divide the night hours. ‘This simple inven- 
tion was capable of adjustment to regulate 
the length of the night hours as the seasons 
made the day hours longer or shorter. 

Then in England, and probably elsewhere, 
in Saxon times, demarcated candles were 
used to tell the night hours. Later came 
the hour-glass; but none of these inventions 
fell in with the inequalities in the length of 
the solar hours caused by the changes of 
season. It was not untii about the thirteenth 
century that someone on the Continent in- 
vented the clock worked by weights and the 
escapement wheel with pendulum. This in- 
vention sounded the death-knell of the solar, 
or unequal, hours and introduced the purely 
mechanically equal hours. 

It has taken six hundred years. to find out 
that the old system had its advantages in 
giving the world the full use of the sunshine 
hours. ‘Ihe great’ Summér-lime novelty 15 
thus merely a mild effort to correct, in a 
small degree, the disadvantages that arose 
from the invention and adoption of the 
mechanical clock, dividing the day from mid- 
day to mid-day into twenty-four equal hours. 
The real and natural “ Summer-lime”’ dis- 
appeared with this invention; we are now 
only reverting in. a small degree to the 
universal custom pertaining for thousands of 
years before it. Lovers of sunshine can study 
with interest, even veneration, the cult of 
Ank-netan, King of Egypt, father-in-law of 
Tutankaman, and compare it with ours. Of 
all the religions of the past the worship of 
the sun, and the delight in his rays, seems 
most akin to Nature; the Summer-Time Acts 
are merely a step towards its revival,

THE VEN. WILLIAM HENRY

While the coal situation at the momeng 


does: not look hopeful, there were many 
pronounced optimists yesterday both in 


Government circles and among the 
politicians. The owners certainly have 


shown a disposition to come to terms with 
the miners, and it ought not to be toe 
difficult for the miners to follow suit. The 
Government probably will do nothing 
until after the miners’ delegate meeting 
next Friday has reported on the proposals 
made to it. If the result is unfavourable 
the Prime Minister may take a hand in 
the game. It is for this reason that he

REPLY. TO BOMBAY ADDRESS. 
| BOMBAY, Saturday. 


Lord Irwin received an address of welcome 
this morning, presented by the Bombay 
Chamber of Commerce. : 
His Excellency made the following speech in 
reply :—‘* Lady Irwin and I thank you warmly 
for the welcome you have extended to us in 
the name of the Bombay Chamber of Com- 
merce. I am grateful for your reference to 
the family connection which I may claim to 
have with India, through my grandfather, and 
‘to my own public work in England. 1 trust 
that my past association with several depart- 
ments of Government at home, and with dif- 
ferent parts of the Empire, as Under-Secretary 
of State for the Colonies, may assist me in the 
duties which I am about to undertake in 
India. ) 

“You ‘touched, in vour address, upon 
one matter in which I, though a newcomer to 
India, take the deepest interest. This is the 
appointment of a Royal Commission on Agri- 
culture, of which I note your approval with 
satisfaction. By instinct and upbringing, IT am 
a countryman, and, as a \former Minister of 
Agriculture in England, I have been brought 
in close contact with its administrative pro- 
blems. I am, therefore, able to appreciate, 
at their full worth, the wisdom and states- 
manship of Lord Reading, at whose instance 
this Commission was set up. For in a country 
where agriculture is the principal industry, 
there can be no-higher object than to increase 
the prosperity of the cultivators, who form 
the overwhelming majority of the population. 
“ My experience, however, elsewhere, has 
taught me that there is no royal road, or 
short cut to agricultural improvement. Nature 
moves at her own pace, and to deal even with 
years of patient 
labour, and necessary processes of research, 
experiment demonstration, and seed distri- 
bution cannot be hurried. But agricu.tural 
progress is not only a question of plant or 
stock improvement. It depends upon the 
solution of a host of allied problems, of which 
education and co-operative credit are only two 
of the most important. 


UTILISATION OF DISCOVERIES. 


* “In all this vast ' field, nothing has im- 
pressed me more than the results-*already 
achieved by your agricultural workers: — 
have only recently me acquainted with 
their work, and I find that, since agricultural 
departments in the modern sense were 
created, over twenty years ago; by Lord 
Curzon, important results have been achieved 
in the case of certain crops, such as wheat, 
sugar-cane, cotton (to which you specially 
refer), and jute—results which have led to a 
wide increase in the country’s wealth. But, 
where much has been done, much yet remains 
to be done, and it will, I presume, be the 
duty of the Commission to review existing 
conditions, and to examine how best the dis- 
coveries of modern science and modern ad- 
ministrative methods can be harnessed to 
agriculture’s needs. The Commission will, no 
doubt, consider, among other matters, the 
most effective organisation of research work, 
and the best means of ensuring a supply of 
trained workers in the laboratory and in the 
field, and of bringing home to the cultivators 
the fully proved results of the maintenance 
selected seed and its dis- 
tribution, as well as the vital question of the 
vision of adequate funds.

POLICE STILL SEEK 
“A SOLUTION, 


HOUSE VISITED BY 
LARGE CROWDS. 


Since Saturday morning Civic Guard officers 
and detectives again have spent many hours 
at La Mancha, Malahide, the house which 
was found last Wednesday morning to be on 
fire, with jts six occupants lying dead in 
various rooms. They have gone through 
further minute examination of the remains of 
the building and have extended their obser- 
vations about the grounds. 

Yesterday, when the weather was fine, 
hundreds of people went to the place by 
motor car and cycle, and on foot. They were 
not allowed to enter the grounds, but. many 
studied the appearance of the house from 
various positions. along the low wall that 
borders the grounds by the Dublin-Malahide 
main road on one side and a road to Swords 
on another side. Although the house is 
screened partially by trees, a fairly complete 
view of the front can be obtained from 
certain points; but there is little to note 


of the frontage, with blank window-spaces of 
the upper rooms, where the fire was most 
destructive. 


PUZZLING FACTS. 

Although the police investigation is of the 
most thorough kind, it is understood that 
they do not as yet yield particular support 
for any one theory as to the manner of death 
of the six persons—two brothers and two 
sisters of a family of McDonnells, formerly 
of Ballygar, Co. Galway, whe owned the 
house, and their servants, Mary McGowap 
and James Clarke, The evidences are 
especially puzzling in that they do not prove 
that death in any case—and in three cases at 
least, and possibly in all cases, it seems clear 
that death was by violence—occurred approxi- 
mately at the same time as the setting of the 
house on fire. ' 

The fire was reported between 8 and 9 
o’clock last Wednesday morning. How long 
the occupants of the house had then been 
dead is uncertain, but it was certainly after 
the family had retired for the night.

FAMOUS IRISH PAINTER’S 
IMPRESSIONS. 


Sir John Lavery, the famous portrait 
painter, who has just returned to London 
after afive months’ stay in the United States, 
during which he -has painted the pictures of 
more than twenty millionaires, has been giv- 
ing his impressions of New York. 

“1 found the air of New York so amaz- 
ingly stimulating,”’ he said, ‘‘ that I wondered 
why Prohibition was ever necessary. You 
don’t need liquid stimulant; the atmosphere 
gives you all you need. All the same I only 
met three people who believed in Prohibition. 

“My hosts always provided me with wine, 
and if’it was in a restaurant they brought 
their champagne with them. The one risk 
is that Americans are so hospitable that you 
can’t always be sure what alcohol you are 
getting, and they may poison you—with the 
very best intentions in the world.’”’ 

“The difference between New York and 
London is purely climatic. An Englishman 
would behave just like an American if he 
lived in New York. 


A NEW YORK SMOKE FOG. 

“I went there just to enjoy winter sun- 
shine in that city. On one or two days I felt. 
I was in London, because, owing to a coal 
strike, they were consuming soft coal, and 
the smoke and the dirt brought London to my 
mind. , It was even too dark to work, and 
Americans told me sucha thing had not 
happened for centuries. 

“But the effect of this temporary eclipse 
of the great blocks of masonry was beautiful 
in the extreme, and I thought if Turner had 
heen alive how it would have appealed to 
him, and 1 thought of Whistler’s description 
of the Thames where poor warehouses became 
palaces.in a night.

ENGLISH INVASION OF 
PARIS. 


VISITORS MORE NUMEROUS 


THAN EVER. 
PARIS, Sunday. 

The aspect of the Paris streets this sunny 
Easteride has been truly extraordinary. 
Perhaps, never before have so many tourists 
from across the Channel elected to spend 
their Easter vacation in the French capital. 
Exact figures are difficult to check, but a 
rough estimate gives the number of British 
visitors at 20,000, while thousands more have 
ae through Paris on their way to the 
uth of France and Switzerland. 
On Wednesday 2,625 British subjects 
landed at Boulogne; on Thursday 4,656 
landed, and on Friday 2,000, making in all 
9,281 for the three days at Boulogne alone. 
A feature of this year's peaceful invasion is 
the greater comprehension of both the French 
language and French ways displayed by the 
visitors. 
There have been fewer visions of masculine

SURPRISING “RESULTS IN 
GERMANY. 
IRISH TIMES FOREIGN SERVICE, 
From Our Own CorRESPONDENT. 
BERLIN, Sunday. 

The first tests in sending pictures by wire- 
less over long distances by the.Coralus Tele- 
funken system were successfully carried out 
yesterday. morning between Berlin and Vienna. 
On account of the .troubles .experienced in 
synchronising sender and receiver, the opera- 
tion was slower than it will be after the 
system is perfected, but the reproductions 
were of an exceptionally fine quality. 

From Berlin, where the sender was located, 
the waves were sent over a wire to Koenigs- 
wursterhausen, a distance of thirty miles, and 
thence to Vienna by a twenty kilowatt wire- 
less sending set. 

Tests made in sending handwriting were 
especially successful, and it is predicted that, 
with machines of greater precision, it will be 
possible to send letters and prove the 
signature.

FADS SPREAD LIKE BOBBED 
HAIR AND RUSSIAN BOOTS. 
Mr. J. A. Rice, who presided at the annual 
conference of the National Association: of 
Schoolmasters at Hull on Saturday last, made 
some lively comments on the latest fads in 
education. ‘ Skipping lightly from ‘ stunt’ 
to ‘stunt’ in education is no indication of an 
up-to-date mind,” said Mr. Rice. ‘‘ Stunto- 
mania is a danger varying in lis. intensity ;

RESPONSIBLE FOR WORLD 
GLUT OF SUGAR. 

At present there is a world ‘glut of sugar, 
and the fact that vast stores of it are lyin 
idle and unwanted by consumers may fin 
a possible explanation in the fact that women 
who wish to reduce their weight are refus- 
ing to eat sugar in any shape or form. Even 
food containing sugar in small quantities is 
banned by those who prescribe diets. for the 
obese. Among the banned foods included 
in these diets are:—Chocolate, toffee, cake, 
pudding, syrup, condensed (sweetened) milk, 
jam, sweetened stewed fruit, beetroot, pars- 
nips, potatoes, honey. is i 
' Tt will be seen that the majority of the 
above articles of diet contain manufactured 
sugar, and that quite a large proportion are 
mainly composed of sugar. 

As it is fashionable to be thin, iit may be 
estimated that at least a quarter of the 
female population of Great Britain (about 
four or five millions) is adhering to the non- 
sugar diet. Even those who are treating 
themselves to an occasional chocolate are 
drinking unsweetened tea and coffee and ask- 
ing for milk puddings madé without sugar.

It will, perhaps, never be known how 
largely this whole distressing story of the Riff 
war 1s, owing to the intrigues of mining 
groups, in which all nationalities seem to be 
represented. 

Sympathy with the Riffs is quite legitimate, 
but the misery, in which they exist to-day, 
is as much owing to false hopes stirred among 
them by their so-called friends as to any 
action of France or Spain, both of which 
sincerely desire to live in peace with the Riff 
and Jabala tribes. 

The Riffs can obtain to-day advantageous 
terms from the Sultan of Morocco. They will 
be offered a large measure of home rule, prac- 
tically amounting, under the _ spiritual 
sovereignty of the Sultan, to independence. 
France and Spain desire a peace that will be 
permanent and complete. . 

The independence of the Riff could only lead 
to anarchy. Some control is an absolute neces- 
sity, and disarmament is essential. 

he question, however, remains whether 
Abdel-Krim is in a position to-day to 
negotiate peace. His situation among the Riffs 
has not improved, and his countrymen have a 
strong suspicion that he has compromised the 
future of the Riff by granting concessions to 
European groups.

The Times, dealing with the Calcutta riots 
in a leading article, says:—By an unkind 
irony of circumstances the arrival of the new 
Viceroy of India at Bombay has synchronised 
with an alarming and sanguinary outbreak 
of religious fanaticism at Calcutta. The con- 
flict has followed the usual lines—one might 
almost write the set formalities of such 
encounters. It is surprising that the organ of 
Mr. C. R. Dass’s successor should have 
attacked the police for their inability to, quell 
the riot, and should have called upon them 
to abdicate. One is tempted to wonder what 
would have’ been the fate of large quarters of 
Calcutta had the police abdicated, and how 
soon the Swarajist volunteers, or whatever 
other untrained body had been ordered by 
the Mayor to intervene, would have called for 
the help of the garrison. 

The fact is that the Calcutta riot is another 
advertisement of the practical impossibility 
of Swaraj in the form demanded by Mr. 
Gupta and his Party, and by a group of 
sympathisers in and out of Parliament in this 
country, The demand of the extremer Swara- 
jists for the elimination of the alien British 
official breaks down hefore such ugly realities 
as the series of religious riots, which have 
involved cities as distant and as different as 
Calcutta and Kohat. 

Meanwhile the local consequences of the 
outbreak are likely to be felt at the next elec- 
tions to the Bengal Council. Votes will 
almost certainly be cast on confessional rather 
than on party grounds, and it is quite 
possible that, an independent Moslem party of 
considerable strength may emerge from the 
struggle. But it is a painful-commentary on 
the lack of realism of certain members of the 
Labour Party, who appear to sympathise with 
every Swarajist demand, that their recent 
appeal for a gesture by the House of Com- 
mons should have contained no mention of 
the Hindu-Moslem problem. Yet this problem 
already dominates the polities of many Indian 
provinces and threatens to assume paramount 
importance in every region of Hindustan. 


GERMANY’S TRADE. 
MINISTER’S OPTIMISTIC VIEW. 


From “ Tue Totes’? CORRESPONDENT. 

. BERLIN, Sunday. . 

Ta a series of Easter meéscages the Minister 
of Finance, Herr Reinhold, has put forth a 
somewhat optimistic view on the immediate 
future of German trade, not altogether in 
harmony with the estimates generally current 
in German business circles. 

In one of these messages Herr Reinhold 
said that, unless all the symptoms were de- 
ceptive, the severe crisis through which 
German trade had been passing had now 
reached its lowest. point, although the 
economic barometer did not Yet point to fair 
weather, and the return to normal would be 
a slow process. He was careful to explain 
that unemployment on a large scale must*be 
reckoned with for some time to come, but 
that the heavy pressure under which 
Germany’s economic life was struggling had 
diminished. 

As signs of the general improvement, he 
pointed to the return of confidence, abun- 
dant and cheaper money, and the clearing-uvp 
pro: ss that had followed upon the stabilisa- 
tion of the currency.

FRENCH FINANCE BILL.

PASSED BY CHAMBER AND 
THE SENATE.

PARIS, Sunday. 

The fears that a hitch might occur at the 
last moment in the passage, of the Revenue 
Bill have proved unfounded, the two 
Chambers had to sit most of last night to 
see it through, and it passed from:one to 
the other more than once before complete 
agreement was reached, 

But towards 5 o'clock this morning the 
Senate finally passed the text sent up to 
them: fram the Chamber without alteration, 
and the two Houses adjourned for the 
holidays. 

The question of the petrol and sugar 
monopolies was the main diffitulty té be over- 
come. The Senate, besides being opposed to 
an institution derived from Socialist. theory, 
saw no reason why a meastire which would 
produce no revenue, but would even cost the 
country money, shou'd have any place in a 
revenue bill. It accordingly took the article 
i question out of the bill. 

The Radicals of the Chamber, who had 
devised the monopolies as a spoonful of jam 
whith would cover the nasty taste of the 
turnover tax, were much distressed, and for 
twenty-four hours it looked. as if the truce 
to political theory, which had come to pass 
svontaneously with the approach of the holi- 
days, would break down under the weight 
of this disappointment. 

Fortunately, a way out of the difficulty was 
found, and the article dealing with petrol 
monopoly, was restored, with the. provision 
that a special law would be required to 
put it into effect. This satisfied both parties. 
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EXPENDITURE ON ARMAMENTS. 
The Datly News, in a leader on the 
financial situstion, says:—We are svending 
nearly 40 millions more on armaments than 
we were with a militant Germany at our 
doors. So far all attempts. at curtailing 
expenditure have been defeated by the 
archaic pronouncement of Army experts and 
the bland obstinacy of Admiralty - speyd- 
thrifts. Here is the opportunity for the 
exercise of the Churchilian audacity, and. 
incidentally sound finance. If the Chancellor 
of the Exchequer fails to seize- it in the 
coming years, then, as Franklin once said: 
‘Nothing is certain but. death and taxes.” 
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LORD READING’S VICEROYALTY.

QUARTERLY RETURN. 


Northern Ireland's exports to thd United 
States during the first quarter of this year 
show a decrease of about £500,000, compared 
an figures for the corresponding period of 


Here are the comparative figures for linen 
{those for the quarter just ended are. given 
first): Linen yarn, all leas, . 238,854lbs., 
179,560lbs. ; linen thread, all leas, 133,645ibs.,

Linen handkerchiefs, not hemmed, de- 
clined by over fifty thousand dozen, but 
nearly 100,000: dozen linen handkerchiefs, 
hemmed or hemstitched, were exported. Em- 
broidered or ‘drawn linen handkerchiefs 
dropped by 29,009 dozen. A striking in- 
crease is shown in towels and napkins, the 
number exported being 491,022 (value 90,722 
dollars), compared with 175,481 in the first 
quarter of 1925. There is a slight increase 
in woollen fabrics, and: also in carpets and 
rugs. Rag pulp. was shipped to the extent 
of 278 tons—an increase of 83 tons—and tex- 
tile machinery dropped from 597,72llbs. to 
265,846! bs. 

Under the heading of beverages—ginger- 
beer and ale—there was a falling off to the 
extent of 8,252 gallons. I: agricultural pro- 
ducts, the increase is marked, particularly in 
respect to rye grass seed, the export of which 
was over 100,000lbs. in excess of last vear. 
The number of nursery stocks and plarts 
have gone up ‘by. over 1,000... In the first 
quarter of 928 manufactures of tobacco 
exported were 4,421lbs., and in the quarter 
under review the exports totalled 22,736Ibs., 
representing a valne of 4,024 dollars. - 

, No cotton yarn or cotton cloth, not 
bleached or dyed, has been exported this 
year. In the: corresponding ‘quarter the 
totals were 1,062 and 3,40Ulbs., respectively. 
Bleached cloth exports increased by nearly 
8,000ibs., and there was also an advance ‘in 
table damask (cotton cloth), the comparative 
figures being-—-1925, 3,379lbs., and 1926, 
7,526lbs.

4. Stamp Duties.—A reduction in the 

Stamp Duty upon cheques and receipts to 

one penny. 
5. Penny Postage.—A return to Penny 

Postage at the earliest possible moment. 

6. of Income Tax Appeals.—Costs of 

Appeals made by the Inland Revenue from 

decisions of the High Court should be paid 

ky the Crown in any event, and no portion 
of the costs of interpreting the Income Tax 

d Acts by the Court of Appeal and the House 
of Lords should fall upon the taxpayer after 
he has succeeded in the Court of first 
instance. 

The letter also calls attention to the impo- 
sition of income tax by minion Govern- 
ments on sales by agents of United Kingdom 
firms, and urges that the matter be taken up 
at the next Imperial Conference in London.

“ BOOTLEGGERS*”’ HARVEST.

Finnish ‘* bootleggers’’ are gathering in a 
bountiful spring harvest for the sale of illicit 
liquors to victims of an influenza epidemic, 
which, after sweeping through Russia, is now 
prevalent in the Baltic States and Finland, 
where it sgh rapidly. Approximately 
two hundr new cases are reported daily, 
aid many of these are combined with a new 
form of stomach fever which is baffling 

Finnish physicians. 

. While the epidemic continues it is expected 

the prohibition enforcement will be lighter 

than ever before. One druggist reported to- 
day that he had been advised by the Govern- 
ment Health Department ‘hat he could sell 
pint bottles of whiskey to all comers until 
further instructions. Lack of respect for the 
prohibition law in Finland is general. All 
grocery and food stores sel] bottles of essences 


and fruit flavours, which hundreds of 
customers buy daily to mix with German 
alcohol. This alcohol is alleged to be grain, 


but is usually synthetic. 

Since the German consumption of Eau de 
Cologne js enormous, most of the country’s 
grain alcohol goes into the manufacture of 
this commodity. As a consequence inferior 
alcohol is smuggled out of Germany to Finland 
and other Baltic countries. 


NEW YORK’S WATERED 
MILK.

SURPRISING REVELATIONS. 
From ‘Tue TIMES ' Corresponpenr. 
NEW YORK, Friday. 
The new Health Commissioner for New 
York City, Mr. Louis Harris, alleges that 
for the past two years a million quarts of 
milk, representing more than two-thirds of 
the city’s daily supply, have been systema- 
tically adulterated with water or skimmed 
milk. The revelations are the result of the 
confessions of a man recently charged with 
extorting money from independent milk 
dealers, of whom some fifty made deposi- 

tions in regard to their victimisation. 

Ten cents per can for himeelf and ninety 
cents for the protection of certain alleged 
employés of the Health Department are ‘the 
fees which the victimiser is said to have col- 
lected, amounting to a possible total of one 
million dollars (two hundred thousand 
pounds) in the course of two years. 

The adulterated milk was chiefly’ sold to 
the poor, Commissioner Harris said, though 
even hospital supplies were tampered with. 
It was further stated that a group known 
as ‘‘the collecting combine’’ had on last 
Monday divided cighty-five thousand dollars 
(seventeen thousand pounds), the proceeds of 
recent months, with their semi-official pro- 
tectors.

STOKER’S. REMARKABLE ESCAPE

Tony Madison, a stoker aboard the Ripley 
Castle, which arrived at Cape Town yester- 
day, considers that he has had one of the 
Inckiest esvapes from drowning in the history 
of the sea. While his vessel was near the 
Equator one night alter midnight he was so 
overcome by the heat in the stoke-hole that 
he staggered up on deck to take in some 
fresh air and drink a-cup of cold water. 

"I must have lost consciousness,”’ he said,

WOMEN POLICE. 


HOME SECRETARY’S CIRCULAR 
TO AUTHORITIES. 


The Home Secretary (Sir William Joynson- 
Hicks) is issuing a circular to police authori- 
ties in Great Britain suggesting the 
desirability of establishing women lice, 
especially in the large centres of population. 
The circular calls attention to the extra- 
ordinary discrepancy between the number of 
men and women officers employed, the 
numbers being 55,734 ‘and 137 respectively. 
Where policewomen have been employed, the 
circular states, they have proved an un- 
doubted success, and an increase in their 
numbers throughout the country is desirable. 
The Home Secretary Is setting the 
authorities an excellent example by increas- 
ing still further the force of policewomen in 
London, whose numbers have already been 
materially added to since Sir William 
Joynson-Hicks went to the Home Office. He 
is also endeavouring to arrange that women 
taken to police stations shall be placed in 
charge of a matron or a policewoman, and 
that cells in which women were detained 
should not be accessible to male officers.

CONTRACT FOR BRITISH FIRM. 
It is reported by the British _Engincers’ 
Association, says the “ Board,of Trade Jour- 
nal,’ that an important .contract. from the 
Ministry of Public Works for Egypt for the 
supply of pumping machinery for use in con- 
nection with the main drainage of Cairo ! *s 
been secured by a British firm in competition 
with the whole world. 

The machinery is to be installed in the 
new Amiria Station at Cairo, and will con- 
sist of three main pumping units, each of 550 
horse power, and one smaller unit of 330 
horse pewer. The pumps, of cent~ifugal 
tvpe, will be driven through level -gears by 
Diesel engines. The contract includes also 
the supply of three 50 k.w, electric generating 
sets, automatic measuring apparatus, and fue] 
storage and distribution systems. 

The whole of this important work, which 
will be representative of the best modern 
practice, will be one of the most up-to-date 
stations in the world. This contract repre- 
sents # sum of £53,000.

‘The public is not often invited to read the 
correspondence which passes between the 
Viceroy and the Ruling Chiefs of India, but 
the Secretary of State has decided to let the 
world know. what Lord Reading and the 
Nizam of Hyderabad had to say to each other 
abcut the rendition of Berar. 

One issue of extraordinary interest was 
raised in the course of their controversy, and 
it, therefore, seems worth while to glance at 
the history of the case. Though-it is the 
largest of the native States, Hyderabad js of 
mcdern origin, The Nizam was originally a 
Provincial Governor of the Mogul Empire. In 
the eighteenth century, when that Empire 
was in dechne, the Provincial Governors, one 
after another, asserted their independence 
in fact, if not in name. In those days of 
confusion, when the East India Company was 
wrestling with its European rivals and becom- 
ing involved in war with one native State 
after another, the Nizam was almost invari- 
ably in alliance with the British, But if his 
corduct in this respect gave satisfaction to 
the new rulers of India they could not shut 
their eyes to the fact that his internal admin- 
ivtration was below the not very lofty stand- 
ard oxpected of native States, 

The earliest British experiments in reforma- 
tio. were far from creditable, and though 
mucn was accomplished later through the 
agency of distinguished British and Indian 
aciministrators, Hyderabad remains to-day 


almost the most medieval of the native 
States, and the autocracy of the 
Nizam continues pure and undiluted, 
for the Government of India’s reluct- 
ance to give offence to any ruling 
Prince is enhanced in his case 


by the consideration that he is the greatest 
Mahommedan Frince in India. Few questions 
are, therefore, asked about the many remark- 
able stories told of the things that can happen 
in Hyderabad. 

RENDITION OF BERAR, 
The question of the rendition of Berar 
arose because, in the middle of last century, 
the Nizam was incorrigibly unpunctual about 
paying a British-trained military force, which 
he could not afford to dispense with. In 1853 
Lord Dalhousie compelled him to assign Berar 
to British administration, as a source of 
revenue from which the military force could 
be paid. Lord Dalhousie wished the ar- 
rangement to be permanent, but he could not 
rive the Nizam to a definite cession of 
territory, and the wording of the treaty was 
left purposely vague, 
Berar, however, came under British ad- 
ministration,. and the difference between 
Hyderabad and British methods was quickly 
appreciated: by its inhabitants. They grew 
rich, and dreaded the inevitable consequences 
of*a reversion to Hyderabad control, The 
British Government, therefore, rejected all 
proposals for the termination of the assign- 
ment. But the wording of the instrument of 
assignment remained unsatisfactory; a breed- 
ng ground of endless controversy. 

Lord Curzon, as Viceroy, saw this, and set 
himself to effect a remedy. He propounded 
an excellent arrangement, whereby the Nizam 
should be relieved of some unnecessary ex- 
penditure, in return for which he was to 
grant a perpetual lease of Berar. The only 
objection to Lord Curzon’s plan Jay 
In a  Prince’s: natural reluctance to 
cede ancestral territory. This Lord 
Curzon overcame by having a -heart- 
to-heart talk with the then Nizam, who there- 
upon withdrew his objection. But his son, the 
present Nizam, recently put forward a claim 
for the cancellation of the lease and the 
rendition of Berar, on the ground that his 
father acted under duress, being overborne by 
Lord Curzon’s all but Iaiderial position and 
by -his quite imperious personality. He can 
show, too, that there are good grounds for 
questioning the propriety of Lord Dalhousie’s 
action in insisting upon the assignment of 
Berar, in spite of the remonstrances and 
counter-claims of Hyderabad. 

WHERE THE WEAKNESS LAY. 

_ But the weakness of the Nizam’s case lay 
in the unwillingness of thé people of Berar to 
return to the jurisdiction of Hyderabad. To 
overcome this, and to win support from 
Nationalist India, the Nizam actually pro- 
bosed to give Berar a full-blown democratic 
constitution. But the people of Berar seem 
to have had their doubts, and the Indian 
Nationalist Press is not entirely green. It 
asked the obvious, but inconvenient, question : 
“Why does the Nizam not begin by establish- 
ing democracy in the territory which he holds, 
instead of promising it to the territory which 
he does not hold ’” i 

In the end Lord Reading declined to tear up 
Lord Curzon’s settlement. In reply to a letter 
conveying this decision the Nizam took 
objection to an intimation that the decision 
should be regarded as final, and asserted that 
he was not bound to accept the Viceroy’s 
decision, except in regard to his relations 
with other States. In controversy with British 
India, he claimed to stand on an equal foot- 
ing with the Government. of India, and to be 
entirely independent in regard to the internal 
affairs of Hyderabad. 

CHALLENGE ACCEPTED. 

The right of the paramount Power has not 
been so seriously challenged since the Mutiny, 
and the challenge could not be, and was not, 


ignored, With the concurrence, of the 
Secretary of State for India, Lord ‘Reading 
reminded the Nizam that the Government of 


India, as the paramount Power, is ultimately 
responsible, not only for the defence of 
India’s frontiers, but also for the maintenance 
of the Far Britannica throughout the length 
and breadth of India within the territory of 
the native States, no less than within the 
limits of British India.

RESISTANT TO DROUGHT.

In 1 
another dry year-—the yield was 20 bushels, 
compared with a local.average of 10 
The new strain has been tested by Govern- 
ment cerealists, who pronounce it a clearly- 
defined variety, reproducing true to type.

INTERNATIONAL MEETING AT 
BRUSSELS. 


The Board of Trade announced recently 
that an International Maritime Convention 
will be held in Brussels to-morrow and the 
following days,. to consider the question of 
putting into operation three drait conven- 
tions, adopted at meetings of an Internationa] 
Conference and Sub-Commission, held at 
Brussels in 1922 and 1923, on the subject of 
(1) bills of lading, (2) the limitation of ship- 
owners’ liability, and (3) maritime mortgages 
and liens, and also to consider the question 
of immunity of State-owned ships. | 

The British delegation will be—Sir Leslie 
Scott, K.C., M.P.; the Hon. Hugh Godley, 
K.C., and Mr. R. M. Greenwood, C.B.E. The 
secretary to the delegation will be Mr. A. E. 
Lee. The three draft conventions will be 
signed by Belgium, France, Rumania, Poland, 
Danzig, and Spain. The two relating to bills 
of lading and shipowners’ liability will be 
signed by Great Britain, Japan, and Italy; 
the two relating to shipowners’ liability and 
mortgages and liens by Brazi] and Argentine. 
The Bills of Lading Convention has been 
signed also by U.S. and Germany, and that 
relating to shipowners’ liability by Denmark 
and Latvia. 

Shipping and other business interests are 
anxious to secure a convention to abolish the 
immunity of State-owned shirs, though it is 
pas realised that certain limitations must 

e provided to protect naval vessels and other 
Government non-trading ships ships from ‘any 
interference. 


SOLAR OBSERVATORY. 


SITE CHOSEN IN BALUCHISTAN. 
A site near Quetta, in British Baluchistan. 
has been selected by Dr. C. G. Abbott. 
Assistant Secretary of the Smithsonian Insti- 
tution, United States, as the most suitable 
place in the Eastern Hemisphere to locate a 
new solar observation station planned by the 
institution. Dr, Abbott has visited the 
Sahara Desert and India in his search for a 
site. 
The station, which will be the third under 
the Smithsonian's direction for making daily 
observations of the sun’s variable radiation, 
will furnish a needed check in the values 
from the other two, in Chile and California, 
providing a more dependable daily value of 
the solar constant. It is hoped that accurate 
long-range weather forecasting may become 
‘tee sg as a result of this fundamental work | 
y the Smithsonian Institution, 
. Dr: Abbott writes, describing the site:— 
We have fixed upon Khojak Pass, over 
which Lord Roberts’s army dragged thei 
guns in the Afghan war. he railroad nov 
tunnels the pass, and a garrison of 2, 
troops holds Chaman, about ten miles 
beyond. There are detachments at both 
ends of the two-mile tunnel. The peak is 
7,525 feet high, and overlooks Afchanistan 
deserts for a hundred miles, as well as the 
great valley to the east, The location 
selected is wonderfully accessible.

GET THE FEET RIGHT. 

Now, the immovahle, bedrock principle for 
serving is that the feet piven be placed 
right. If they are uot, it is impossible for 
the weight of the body to be put behind the 
ball, and there will be a consequent loss of 
power and speed. The perfect position for 
the feet in serving is almost exactly the 
classic position of a boxer coming on guard,
